That Comet makes its Revolution in about 575 Years ; it deſcended 
in a Line almoft perpendicular towards the Sun, and was ſeen for fou 
Months continually ; it arrived to its Perihelion the eighth of December 
that Year ; on that Day the Comet was but about 490,000 Miles from 
the Sun's Center, which was within a third Part of the Sun's ſemidi- 
ameter from his Surface; the Earth at his mean Diſtance, is 165 Times 
ſo far from the Sun as the Comet was at that Time; it is probable i 
entered into the denſer Part of the Sun's Atmoſphere ; where, according 
to Sir Is AA NEWTON's Computation, it acquired a Degree of Heat 
2000 Times hotter than red hot Iron; which Heat it could not loſe 
again in leſs than 50,000 Years; a Degree of Heat like this (as a 
judicious Author obſerves) is ſufficient to vitrify or diſſipate any Sub- 
ſtance we are acquainted with. The Sun would have appeared to a 
Spectator in the Comet at that Time, to extend about 89 Degrees in
